The late fire at Holy | Trinity Church, on the 
evening of the 5th inst., has left a mass of char- 
red and blackened rains wliere once stood an edi- 
fice in whose completeness and beauty the con- 
gregation took a pardonable pride. The exter- 
nal shell, burnt through in places, still remains. It 
is only on entering the arch, where once was an 
irorstndded door, that a full view of the utter 
destruction of the‘ building is apparent. The 
fire sects to ‘have entered “the organ chapel, 
through the window over the wood closet, and 
thence to have swept in full volume across. the 
chancel roof to the Governor’s Pew, in the oppo- 
site chapel, thence to have rushed along-the In- 


‘ gide of the roof and the upper part of the sides 


of the church, until it suddenly burst forth in un- 
controlled violence at both ends of the building 
at once, the flames rising 20 feet above the roof, 
until mastered by the desperate exertions of the 
Hyack Engine Company and the citizens.assem-

Read. arrived on Monday evening 
from Kootenay—eleven days’ travelling time— 
with a Government Express. The news is un- 
important.. There were between 500 and 600 


‘miners‘on Wild Horse Creek. The claims were 
paying well, and work for all at $7 to $8 a day. 
The market was well supplied. Flour retailing 
at 23c. to 24c., bacon Tbe., beef 25c. to 30c., 
sugar 75c., end other articles in proportion. 
There had been-a great stampede to reported 
rich diggings in the Black Feet country, where 
tiiere are believed to be about 50,000 people. It 
was expected that many would soon find their 
way to Kootensy when the excitement bad sub- 
sided. (A large number of Chinamen are enga- 
ged in mining on the Pende O’Reille River, 
which flows iuto the Coluinbia about 25 wiles 
from Fort Sheppard. They are believed to be 
dving well, and are busy building cabins to win- 
ter in. Mr. Dewdney is making good progress 
with the trail, which will probably be completed 
by the Ist proximo. He has 50 white men and 
30 Chinamen at work. When the trail is finish- 
ed tlie journey will be made with ease from Hope 
to Wild Horse Creek in ten days. Mr. Read 
met Judge Begbie and party at the Divide, about 
30 miles on this side of Kootenay Lakes, en route 
for the diggings. :

Messrs. Tarnbull & Herman, Government 
Surveyors, who had been to Shepherd after pro- 
visions, were seen Jast Sunday or Monday 2 
miles above the upper lake. The Indians whom 
they had brought from Okanagan had returned 
some time ago. Since then they have been trav- 
elling with. “ Gregoires,” the Chief of the Lakes 
Indians. Last Sunday, being anxious to get 
along, (the Indians wouldn’t work on Sunday,) 
they attempted to work a bark canoe ly. them- 
selves, ran her into asnag, and in attempting 
to save the things ran their feet through the bot- 
tom of the canoe—saved all except some blan- 
kets. They are now awaiting the arrival of the 
Indians, into whose hands they will again have 
to consign themsel ver. 

“ Jolly Jack,” alias John Thornton, formerly 
of Langley, has employed several men, and is 
busy wing-damming the Salmon River, 20 miles 
from Shepherd—was rigging pumps and sluice- 
boxes. His prospects are excellent, will start 
work in a few days—gold coarse and bright. 

A great number of Chinese on bars of Colum- 
bia, on Salmon River, &c. The last canoe pick- 
ed up and brought down one poor little devil of 
a man who had come across from Shuswap. He 
was wending his way down along the Columbia, 
and had one little cake of bread left when found. 
Robinson (who wrote to the papers) came 
down by first canoc. He has had a bad leg and 
is still laid up. The chances are that his next 
report will be anything bat favorable !!

MARKET REPORT. 


The market here is stocked to repletion with 
sufficient goods of all kinds to last twice the pre- 
sent population for two years. Of flour alone 
there is over 175,000 tbs. on hand, and about the 
same amount on the road up. There is not the 
least probability of an advance in price, seeing 
that more than a million pounds of flour will be 
made in the conntry this year from home grown 
wheat. Next year we anticipate the price of 
flour will be less than 20c. per th. by retail in 
Caribeg. Vegetables of all kinds are brought 
in daily from Keithleys Creek and the Mouth of 
Quesnel. They are selling at moderate - prices. 
A gardener on the lower part of Williams Creek 
has cultivated two acres of fine Swede tarnips 
this season, which he will dispose of during the 
winter. There is no change in the prices cur- 
rent this week to note. 

MINING INTELLIGENCE. 
WILLIAMS CREEK. 


The present week has been a favorable one 
for working the claims on this creek, from the 
water being abundant to drive the wheels, The 
Sheepskin Co. have got down to bed-rock at a 
depth of 52 feet, and have obtained a prospect 
of $10 to the pan.
